Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports. June 27 : 

Week ended June 22, 1907. No transactions. 

Week ended June 15, 1907. 37 deaths from cholera, 62 from 
plague, and 20 from smallpox in Calcutta. 

Although the returns of cholera from Kashmir for the week ended 
June 17, i. e., 1,852 cases and 1,315 deaths, are the second highest 
since the epidemic began, there are indications of abatement in the 
epidemic. The cases and deaths have fallen 410 and 166. respectively, 
from those of the previous week.
